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SUBJECT: Distribution of New Hawaii Technical Notes Binder

The new binder is meant to replace the existing binder you have in your office. The
materials in the binder have been divided into 12 sections or subjects and consist of some
new matenal and some recycled material which was pulled from the existing binder and
renumbered.

Some of the new technical notes developed by the NRCS Hawaii Resource Assistance
Team are fill-in-the-blank-type worksheets which a planner may use to inventory and
evaluate resources, plan conservation practices, or develop resource management plans.
To aid planners in the use of the worksheets, blank copies are included, as well as, filled-
in examples and computer files which may be used to print out blank copies or filled-in
electronically and then printed out. At the present time, we do not have the know-how or
the technology to enable the computer file worksheets to do numeric calculations
automatically, so you will have to do any needed calculations on the side and then type
the answers in. We are hopeful that the next generation of worksheets we develop will be
able to do calculations automatically online.

Note that some of the technical notes are maps or other materials which contain
information needed to complete one or more of the worksheets. Although some of the
materials may not be “true” technical note material, we felt that having the information in
the technical notes binder would make it easier for planners to complete the worksheets.

Also note that we decided to number every technical note and also number the
announcements that will distribute them, so that we all can keep better track of the
materials in the binder.

FILING INSTRUCTIONS: Replace existing binder with the new one. You are
encouraged to pull out any materials from the existing binder that you feel are still useful
or have added on your own and add it to the new binder. If you decide to add any
materials from the existing binder or subsequent materials on your own, you may log the
titles in the appropriate subject index, however, do not number them (this will avoid
conflict with subsequent materials we send out). Archive the old binder.
